112.  T^e  collector  or  comptroller  of  customs  in  every  sea- 
port of  tKe  United  Kingdom  at  which  there  is  a  local  marine 
board  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Registrar  General  <^ 
Seamen,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  and  in  every 
third  succeeding  year,  make  out  an  alphabetical  list  of  the 
persons  entitled  by  virtue  of  this  Act  to  vote  at  the  election 
of  members  of  such  local  marine  board,  containing  the  christian 
name,  surname,  and  residence  of  each  such  person,  and  the 
number  of  votes  to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  shall  sign  such 
list,  and  cause  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  thereof  to  be 
printed,  and  to  be  fixed  on  or  near  the  doors  of  the  custom 
house  at  such  seaport  for  two  entire  weeks  next  aft^r  such 
list  has  been  made,  and  shall  keep  true  copies  of  such  Ust,  and 
permit  the  same  to  be  perused  by  any  person,  without  payment 
of  any  fee,  at  all  reasonable  hours  during  such  two  weeks. 

118.  The  mayor  or  provost  of  every  seaport  at  which  there

The  offices  termed  shipping  offices  in  the  principal  Titles  of 
Act  shall  be  termed  mercantile  marine  offices,  and  the  officers  ^JJ^

certificates  are  granted  on  such  principles  as  to  show  the  like 
qualifications  and  competency  as  those  granted  under  the  said 
Acts,  and  are  liable  to  be  forfeited  for  the  like  reasons  and  in 
the  like  manner,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  Order 
in  Council, 

1.  To  declare  that  the  said  certificates  shall  be   of  the 

same  force  as  if  they  had  been  granted  under  the  said 
Acts: 

2.  To  declare  that  all  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 

Acts  which  relate  to  certificates  of  competency  granted 
under  those  Acts  shall  apply  to  the  certificates  referred 
to  in  tiie  said  order : 

3.  To  impose  such  conditions  and  to  make  Buch  regulations 

with  respect  to  the  said  certificates,  and  to  the  use, 
issue,  delivery,  cancellation,  and  suspension  thereof, 
as  to  Her  Majesty  may  seem  fit,  and  to  imJ)ose  penal- 
ties not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  for  the  breach  of  such 
conditions  and  regulations. 

Upon  the  publication  in  the  London  Gazette  of  any  such 
Order  in  Council  as  last  aforesaid,  the  provisions  therein  con- 
tained shaU,  fix)m  a  date  to  be  mentioned  for  the  purpose  in 
such  order,  take  effect  as  if  they  had  been  contained  in  this 
Act.

the  said  registrar  of  seamen,  or  to  some  shipping  master,  to  be 
recorded  ;  and  every  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten 
pounds. 

Kuies  to  144.  Subject  to  the  provisions  herein-before  contained,  all 

prenticeXip  apprenticeships  to  the  sea  service  made  by  any  guardians  or 
of  paupers  in     overseers   of  the   poor,  or  persons  having  the  authority  of

146.  The  Board  of  Trade  may  grant  to  such  persons  as  it 
thinks  fit  licenses  to  engage  or  supply  seamen  or  apprentices 
for  merchant  ships  in  5ie  United  Kingdom,  to  continue  for 
suet  periods,  to  be  upon  such  terms,  and  to  be  revocable  upon 
such  conditions,  as  such  board  thinks  proper. 

147.  The  following  oflfences  shall  be  pimishable  as  herein- 
after mentioned ;  (that  is  to  say,) 

(1.)  If  any  person  not  licensed  as  aforesaid,  other  than  the 
owner  or  master  or  a  mate  of  the  ship,  or  some 
person  who  is  bon&  fide  the  servant  and  in  the

If  any  person  knowingly  receives  or  accepts  to  be 
entered  on  board  any  ship  any  seaman  or  apprentice 
who  has  been  engaged  or  supplied  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  he  shall  for  every  seaman  or 
apprentice  so  engaged  or  supplied  incur  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

148.  If  any  person  demands  or  receives,  either  directly  or 
indirectly  jfrom  any  seaman  or  apprentice,  or  from  any  person 
seeking  employment  as  a  seaman  or  apprentice,  or  from  any 
person  on  his  behalf,  any  remuneration  whatever,  other  than 
the  fees  hereby  authorised,  for  providing  him  with  employment, 
he  shall  for  every  such  offence  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding* 
five  pounds. 

149.  The  master  of  every  ship,  except  ships  of  less  than 
eighty  tons  registered  tonnage  exclusively  employed  in  trading 
between  different  ports  on  the  coasts  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  every  seaman  whom  he 
carries  to  sea  fi:om  any  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  one  of 
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his  crew  in  the  maimer  herein-after  mentioned ;  and  every    Engagement 
such  agreement  shall  be  in  a  form  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of    of  Seamen,

Any  regulations  as  to  conduct  on  board,  and  as  to  fines, 
short  allowance  of  provisions,  or  other  lawful  pimish- 
ments  for  misconduct,  which  have  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  regulations  proper  to  be 
adopted,  and  which  the  parties  agree  to  adopt : 

And  every  such  agreement  shall  be  so  filmed  as  to  admit  of 
stipulations,  to  be  adopted  at  the  will  of  the  master  and 
seaman  in  each  case,  as  to  advance  and  allotment  of  wages, 
and  may  contain  any  other  stipulations  which  are  not  contrary 
to  law :  Provided  that  if  the  master  of  any  ship  belonging  to  Proviso  as  to

may  sign  the  agreement  so  made,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
for  them  to  sign  an  agreement  in  the  form  sanctioned  by  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

149  a.  Any  agreement  with  a  seaman  made  imder  section  AgreemeDts 
one  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  withgeamen. 
1854,  may,  instead  of  stating  the  nature  and  duration  of  the 
intended  voyage  or  engagement  as  by  that  section  required, 
state  the  maximum  period  of  the  voyage  or  engagement,  and 
the  places  or  parts  of  the  world  (if  any)  to  which  the  voyage 
or  engagement  is  not  to  extend.

155.  In  the  case  of  home  trade  ships,  crews  or  single  seamen 
may,  if  the  master  thinks  fit,  be  engaged  before  a  shipping 
master  in  the  manner  herein-before  directed  with  respect  to 
foreign-going  ships ;  and  in  every  case  in  which  the  engage- 
ment is  not  so  made,  the  master  diall,  before  the  ship  puts  to 
sea^  if  practicable,  and  if  not,  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible, 
cause  die  agreement  to  be  read  over  and  explained  to  each 
seaman,  and  the  seaman  shall  thereupon  sign  the  same  in  the 
presence  of  a  witness,  who  shall  attest  his  signature.

205.  Whenever  any  British  ship  is  transferred  or  disposed       *^<*<^ 
of  at  any  place  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  any  on  disdiat^ 
seaman  or  apprentice  belonging  thereto  does  not  in  the  pre-  of  wumtn 
sence  of  some  British  consular  oflBlcer,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  *5"^'  by  tele 
consular  officer  there,  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  respectable  otWwi^  o«h» 
British  merchants  residing  at  the  place,  and  not  interested  in  tiflcatesofdis- 
the  said  ship,  signify  his  consent  in  writing  to  complete  the  ^^^^^!l^ 
voyage  if  continued,  and  whenever  the  service  of  any  seaman  feamea  to  be 
or  apprentice  belonging  to  any  British  ship  terminates  at  any  sent  bome  at 
place  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  the  master  shall  give  to  ®^H?eMe  of 
each  such  seaman  or  apprentice  a  certificate  of  discharge  in 

the  form  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  aforesaid,  and 
in  the  case  of  any  certificated  mate  whose  certificate  he  has 
retained  shall  return  such  certificate  to  him,  and  shall  also, 
besides  paying  the  wages  to  which  such  seaman  or  apprentice 
is  entitled,  either  provide  him  with  adequate  employment  on 
board  some  other  British  ship  bound  to  the  port  in  Her  Ma- 
jesty's dominions  at  which  he  was  originally  shipped,  or  to 
such  other  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  aa  is  agreed  upon  by  . 
him,  or  furnish  the  means  of  sending  him  back  to  such  port, 
or  provide  him  with  a  passage  home,  or  deposit  with  such 
consular  officer  or  such  merchant  or  merchants  as  aforesaid 
such  a  sum  of  money  as  is  by  such  officer  or  merchants  deemed 
sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  subsistence  and  passage 
home;  and  such  consular  officer  or  merchants  shall  indorse 
upon  the  agreement  of  the  ship  which  the  seaman  or  appren- 
tice is  leaving  the  particulars  of  such  pajrment,  provision,  or 
deposit ;  and  if  the  master  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section,  such  expenses  as  last  afore- 
said, if  defrayed  by  such  consular  officer  or  by  any  other 
person,  shall,  unless  such  seaman  or  apprentice  has  been  guilty 
of  barratry,  be  a  charge  upon  the  ship  to  which  such  seaman 
or  apprentice  belonged  and  upon  the  owner  for  the  time  being 
thereof,  and  may  be  recovered  against  such  owners,  with  costs, 
at  ttie  suit  of  the  consular  officer  or  other  person  defraying 
such  expenses,  or,  in  case  the  same  has  been  allowed  to  the 
consular  officer  out  of  the  public  moneys,  as  a  debt  due  to  Her 
Majesty  either  by  ordinary  process  of  law,  or  in  the  manner  in 
which  seamen  are  hereby  enabled  to  recover  wages  ;  and  such 
expenses,  if  defitiyed  by  the  seaman  or  apprentice,  shall  be 
recoverable  as  wages  due  to  him. 

206.  If  the  master  or  any  other  person  belonging  to  any  ^otemg^Bk»»^f 
British  ship  wrongfully  forces  on  shore  and  leaves  behind,  or  ^^^^S^- 
otherwise  wilfully  and  wrongfully  leaves  behind,  in  any  place,  ur 
on  shore  or  at  sea,  in  or  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  any 

seaman  or  apprentice  belonging  to  such  ship  before  the  com- 
pletion of  the  voyage  for  which  such  person  was  engaged  or 
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the  return  of  the  ship  to  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  for 
each  such  offence  be  deemed  guilty  (^  a  misdemeanor. 

207.  If  the  master  of  any  British  ship  does  any  of  the 
following  things ;  (that  is  to  say,) 

(1.)  Disdiarges  any  seaman  or  apprentice  in  any  place 
situate  in  any  British  possession  abroad  (except  the 
possession  in  which  he  was  shipped),  without  pre- 
viously obtaining  the  sanction  in  writing  indorsed 
on  the  agreement  of  some  public  shipping  master  or 
other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  local  government 
in  that  behalf,  or  (in  the  absence  of  any  such  fnnc- 
tionary)  of  the  chief  officer  of  customs  resident  at 
or  near  the  place  where  the  dischaigo  takes  place ; 
(2.)  Discha^es  any  seaman  or  apprentice  at  any  place  out 
of   Her    Majesty's    dominions    without    previously 
obtaining  the  sanction  so  indorsed  as  aforesaid  of 
the  British  consular  officer  there,  or  (in  his  absence) 
of  two  respectable  merchants  resident  there ; 
(3.)  Leaves  behind  any  seaman  or  apprentice  at  any  place 
situate  in  any  British  possession  abroad  on    any 
ground  whatever,  without  previously  obtaining  a 
certificate  in  writing  so  indorsed  as  aforesaid  from 
such  officer  or  person  as  aforesaid,  stating  the  fact 
and  the  cause  hereof,  whether  such  cause  be  unfit- 
ness or  inability  to  proceed  to  sea,  or  desertion  or 
disappearance; 
(4.)  Leaves  behind  any  seaman  or  apprentice  at  any  place 
out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  on  shore  or  at  sea^ 
on  any  ground  whatever,  without  previously  obtain- 
ing the  certificate  indorsed  in  manner  and  to  the 
effect  last  aforesaid  of  the  British  consular  officer 
there,  or  (in  his  absence)  of  two  respectable  merchants, 
if  there  is  any  such  at  or  near  the  place  where  the 
ship  then  is : 
He  shall  for  each  such  default  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor;   and  the   said  functionaries  shaU  and  the    said 
merchants  may  examine  into  the  grounds  of  such  proposed 
discharge,  or  into  the  allegation  of  such  imfitness,  inability, 
desertion,  or  disappearance  as  aforesaid,  in  a  summary  way, 
and  may  for  that  purpose,  if  they  think  fit  so  to  do,  administer 
oaths,  and  may  either  grant  or  refuse  such  sanction  or  cer- 
tificate as  appears  to  them  to  be  just. 

208.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  information,  indictment,  or 
other  proceeding  against  any  person  for  discharging  or  leaving 
behind  any  seaman  or  apprentice,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  it  shall  lie  upon  such  person  eitiier  to  produce  the 
sanction  or  certificate  hereby  required,  or  to  prove  that  he 
had  obtained  the  same  previously  to  having  discharged  or 
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left  behind  such  seaman  or  apprentice,  or  that  it  was  imprac-      L^anng 
ticable  for  him  to  obtain  such  sanction  or  certificate.  S^aS! 

209.  Every  master  of  any  British  ship  who  leaves  any         ~ 
seaman  or  apprentice  on  shore  at  any  place  abroad  in  or  out  I^f^l^i*^ 
of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  under  a  certificate  of  his  unfitness  seamen  are 
or  inability  to  proceed  on  the  voyage,  shall  deliver  to  one  of  ^^|^"°^  ^ 
the  functionaries  aforesaid,  or  (in  the  absence  of  such  func-  ^^^^ 
tionaries)  to  the  merchants  by  whom  such  certificate  is  signed, 

or,  if  there  be  but  one  respectable  merchant  resident  at  such 
place,  to  him,  a  fall  and  true  account  of  the  wages  due  to 
such  seaman  or  apprentice,  such  account  when  delivered  to  a 
consular  officer  to  be  in  duplicate,  and  shall  pay  the  same 
either  in  money  or  by  a  bill  drawn  upon  the  owner ;  and  in 
the  case  of  every  bill  so  drawn,  such  functionary,  merchants 
or  merchant  as  aforesaid,  shall  by  indorsement  certify  thereon 
that  the  same  is  drawn  for  money  due  on  account  of  a  seaman's 
wages,  and  shall  also  indorse  the  amount  for  which  such  bill 
is  Arawn,  with  such  further  particulars  in  respect  of  the  case 
as  the  Board  of  Trade  requires,  upon  the  agreement  of  the 
ship;  and  every  such  master  as  aforesaid  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  deliver  a  full  account  of  such  wages,  and  pay  the 
amount  thereof  in  money  or  by  bill,  as  herein-before  required, 
shall  for  every  such  ofience  or  default  be  liable,  in  addition  to 
the  payment  of  the  wages,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten 
pounds ;  and  every  such  master  who  delivers  a  false  account 
of  such  wages  shall  for  every  such  offence,  in  addition  to  the 
payment  of  the  wages,  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty 
pounds. 

209  a.  The  payment  of  seamen's  wages  required  by  the  Payment  of 

209th  section  of  the  principal  Act  shall,  whenever  it  is  prac-  "'"'"' 

ticable  so  to  do,  be  made  in  money  and  not  by  bill ;  and  in 
cases  where  pajrment  is  made  by  bill  drawn  by  the  master, 
the  owner  of  the  ship  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  amount  for 
which  the  same  is  drawn  to  the  holder  or  indorsee  thereof; 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  proceeding  against  the 
owner  upon  such  bill  to  prove  that  the  master  had  authority 
to  draw  the  same ;  and  any  bill  purporting  to  be  drawn  in 
pursuance  of  the  said  section,  and  to  be  indorsed  as  therein 
required,  if  produced  out  of  the  custody  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
or  of  the  Registrar  General  of  Seamen,  or  of  any  superintendent 
of  any  mercantile  marine  office,  shall  be  received  in  evidence ; 
and  any  indorsement  on  any  such  bill  purporting  to  be  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  said  section,  and  to  be  signed  by  one  of 
the  functionaries  therein  mentioned,  shall  also  be  received  in 
evidence,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  primfi,  facie  evidence  of 
the  fiacts  stated  in  such  indorsement.  (Merchant  Shipping 
Act  Amendment  Act,  1862,  25  &  26  Vict.  c.  63.  s.  19.) 

210.  Every  such  payment  as  last  aforesaid,  whether  ^7  ??^Jj^***^ 
bill  or  in  money,  shaU,  if  made  in  any  British  possession,  be  ^oney  duetto 
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made  to  the  seaman  or  apfurentiee  hiwfielf,  and,  if  made  out 
of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  to  the  consular  officer,  who  shall, 
if  satisfied  witii  the  account,  indorse  on  one  of  the  duplicates 
thereof  a  receipt  for  the  amount  paid  or  bill  delivered,  and 
shall  return  the  same  to  the  master;  and  the  master  ^aU 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  his  return  to  his  port  of  destina- 
tion in  the  United  Kingdom,  deliver  the  same  to  the  shipping 
master  there ;  and  the  consular  officer  shall  retain  the  other 
duplicate  of  the  said  account,  and  shall,  if  the  seaman  or 
apprentice  subsequently  obtains  employment  at  or  otherwise 
quits  the  port,  deduct  out  of  the  sum  received  by  him  as 
aforesaid  any  expenses  which  have  been  incxirred  by  him  in 
respect  of  the  subsistence  of  the  seaman  or  apprentice  under 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  except  such  as  the  master  or 
owner  of  the  ship  is  hereby  required  to  pay,  and  shall  pay  the 
remainder  to  the  seaman  or  apprentice,  and  shall  also  deliver 
to  him  an  account  of  the  siuns  so  received  and  expended  on 
his  behalf ;  and  shall,  if  the  seaman  or  apprentice  dies  before 
his  ship  quits  the  port,  deal  with  the  same  in  the  manner 
herein-after  specified  in  that  behalf,  and  shall,  if  the  seaman 
or  apprentice  is  sent  home  at  the  public  expense  under  the 
provisions  herein  cc«itained,  account  for  the  amount  received 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  ;  and  such  amount  shall,  after  deducting 
any  expenses  which  have  been  duly  incurred  in  respect  of 
such  seaman  or  apprentice,  except  such  as  the  master  or  owner 
of  the  ship  is  hereby  required  to  pay,  be  dealt  with  as  wages 
to  which  he  is  entiUed,  and  shall  be  paid  accordingly. 

211.  The  governors,  consular  officers,  and  other  officers  of 
Her  Majesty  in  foreign  countries  shall,  and  in  places  where 
there  are  no  such  governors  or  officers  any  two  resident  British 
merchants  may,  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  all  seamen  or 
apprentices,  being  subjects  of  Her  Majesty,  who  have  been 
shipwrecked,  discharged,  or  left  behind  at  any  place  abroad, 
whether  from  any  ship  employed  in  the  merchant  service  or 
from  any  of  Her  Majesty's  slups,  or  who  have  been  engaged 
by  any  person  acting  either  as  principal  or  agent  to  serve  in 
any  ship  belonging  to  any  foreign  power  or  to  the  subject  of 
any  foreign  state,  and  who  are  in  distress  in  any  place  abroad, 
until  such  time  as  they  are  able  to  provide  them  ^^th  a 
passage  home,  and  for  that  pmpose  shall  cause  such  seamen  or 
apprentices  to  be  put  on  board  some  ship  belonging  to  any 
subject  of  Her  Majesty  bound  to  any  port  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  to  the  British  possession  to  which  they  belong, 
'  (as  the  case  requires,)  which  is  in  want  of  men  to  make  up  its 
complement,  and  in  default  of  any  such  ship  shall  provide 
them  with  a  passage  home  as  soon  as  possible  in  some  ship 
belonging  to  a  subject  of  Her  Majesty  so  bound  as  aforesaid, 
and  diaU  indorse  on  the  agreement  of  any  ship  on  board  of 
which  any  seaman  or  apprentice  is  so  taken  or  sent  the  nft^i^ 
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of  every  person  so  sent  on  board  there<^  with  such  particulars      L^amt^ 
oonceming  the  case  as  the  Board  of  Trade  requires,  and  shall       Seamen 
be  allowed  for  the  subsistence  of  any  such  seaman  or  apjwen-       ^9^ 
tioe  such  sum  per  diem  as  the  Board  of  Trade  from  time  to 
tune  appoints ;  and  the  amount  due  in  respect  of  such  allow- 
anee  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  explicable  to  the  relief 
of  distressed  British  seamen,  and  granted  by  Parliament  for 
the  purpose,  on  the  production  of  the  bills  of  the  disbursements, 
with  tbe  proper  vouchers. 

212.  The  master  of  every  British  ship  so  bound  as  aforesaid  Masters  of 
shaJl  receive  and  afford  a  passage  and  subsistence  to  all  sea-  British  ships 

comDcIiGQ  to 

Btten  or  apprentices  whom  he  is  required  to  take  on  board  his  take  tiiem. 
ship  under  the  provisions  herein-before  contained,  not  exceed- 
ing one  for  every  fifty  tons  burden,  and  shall  during  the 
passage  provide  every  such  seaman  or  apprentice  with  a 
proper  berth  or  sleeping  place  effectually  protected  against 
sea  and  weather ;  and  on  the  production  of  a  c^ificate  signed 
by  any  governor,  consular  officer,  or  merchants  by  whose 
directions  any  such  seaman  or  apprentice  was  received  on 
board,  specifying  the  number  tfnd  names  of  such  seamen  or 
apprentices,  and  the  time  when  each  of  them  respectively  was 
reeeived  on  board,  and  on  a  declaration  made  by  such  person 
before  a  justice,  and  verified  by  the  Begistrar  Oeneral  of 
Seamen,  stating  the  nimiber  of  days  during  which  each 
seamam  or  apprentice  received  subsistence  and  was  provided 
for  as  aforesaid  ox).  board  his  ship,  and  stating  also  the  number 
of  men  and  boys  forming  the  complement  of  his  crew,  and  the 
number  of  seamen  and  apprentices  empl(^ed  on  board  his  ship 
during  such  time,  and  every  variation  (if  any)  of  such  nmnber, 
such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  moneys 
applicable  to  the  relief  of  distressed  British  seamen,  in  respect 
of  the  subsistence  and  passage  of  every  seaman  or  apprentice 
80  conveyed,  subsisted  and  provided  for  by  him  exceeding  the 
number  (if  any)  wanted  to  make  up  the  complement  of  his 
crew,  such  sum  per  diem  as  the  BomxI  of  Trade  from  time  to 
time  appoints ;  and  if  any  person  having  charge  of  any  such 
ship  fells  or  refuses  to  receive  on  board  his  ship,  or  to  give  a 
passage  home,  or  subsistence  to,  or  to  provide  for  any  such 
seaman  or  apprentice  as  aforesaid,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  he  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred pounds  for  each  seaman  or  apprentice  with  respect  to 
whom  he  makes  such  default  or  refusal. 

212  a.  Whereas  under  the  211th  and  212th  sections  of  the  ReHef  of  dis- 
principal  Act,  and  the  16th  section  of  "  The  Merchant  Ship-  ^^^^^^ 
ping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1855,"  provision  is  made  for  reliev-  by  Board  of 
ing  and  sending  home  seamen  foimd  in  distress  abroad :  And  Trade, 
whereas  doubts  are  entertained  whether  power  exists  imder 
the  said  sections  of  making  regulations  and  imposing  condi- 
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tions  which  are  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  desertion  and 
misconduct  and  the  undue  expenditure  of  public  money  :  Be 
it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  the  claims  of  seamen 
to  be  relieved  or  sent  home  in  pursuance  of  the  said  sections 
or  any  of  them  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  and  depen- 
dent on  such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Tiude  may  firom  time 
to  time  make  or  impose ;  and  no  seaman  shall  have  any  right 
to  demand  to  be  relieved  or  sent  home  except  in  the  cases 
and  to  the  extent  provided  for  by  such  r^ulations  and  con- 
ditions. (Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1862, 
25  &  26  Vict,  c  63.  s.  22.) 

213.  If  any  seaman  or  apprentice  belonging  to  any  British 
ship  is  discharged  or  left  behind  at  any  place  out  of  the 
United  Kingdom   without  full   compliance   on  the  part  of 
the  master  with  all  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  in  this  Act 
contained,  and  becomes  distressed  and  is  relieved  imder  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  if  any  subject  of  Her  Majesty,  after 
having  been  engaged  by  any  person  (whether  acting  as  prin- 
cipal or  agent)  to  serve  in  any  ship  belonging  to  any  foreign 
power,  or  to  the  subject  of  any  foreign  power,  becomes  dis- 
tressed and  is  relieved  as  aforesaid,  the  Mrages  (if  any)  due  to 
such  seaman  or  apprentice,  and  all  expenses  incurred  for  his 
subsistence,  necessary  clothing,  conveyance  home,  and  burial, 
in  case  he  should  die  abroad  before  reaching  home,  shall  be 
a  charge  upon  the  ship,  whether  British  or  foreign,  to  which 
he  so  belonged  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  Board  of  Trade  may  in 
the  name  of  Her  Majesty  (besides  suing  for  any  penalties 
which  may  have  been  incurred)  sue  for  and  recover  the  said 
wages  and  expenses,  with,  costs,  either  from  the  master  of  such 
ship  as  aforesaid,  or  from  the  person  who  is  owner  thereof  for 
the  time  being,  or,  in  the  case  of  such  engagement  as  afore- 
said for  service  in  a  foreign  ship,  from  such  master  or  owner, 
or  from  the  person  by  whom  such  engagement  was  so  made 
as  aforesaid ;  and  such  sums  shall  be  recoverable  either  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  debts  due  to  Her  Majesty,  or  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  form  and  process  in  which 
wages  due  to  the  seaman  would  be  recoverable  by  him ;  and 
in  any  proceedings  for  that  purpose  production  of  the  account 
(if  any)  to  be  furnished  as  herein-before  is  provided  in  such 
cases,  together  with  proof  of  payment  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
or  by  the  Paymaster   General  of  the  charges  incurred  on 
account  of  any  such  seaman,  apprentice,  or  other  person,  shall 
be  sufficient  evidence  that  he  was  relieved,  conveyed  home, 
or  buried  (as  the  case  may  be)  at  Her  Majesty's  expense.

214.  Any  seaman  may  leave  his  ship  for  the  purpose  of  seamen 
forthwith  entering  into  the  naval  service  of  Her  Majesty,  and  allowed  to 
such  leaving  his  ship  shall  not  be  deemed  a  desertion  there-  ghtps  i*n  o^er 
from,  and  ^aU  not  render  him  liable  to  any  punishment  or  to  enter  the 
forfeiture  whatever ;  and  all  stipulations  introduced  into  any  navy. 
agreement  whereby  any  seaman  is  declared  to  incur  any  for- 
feiture or  be  exposed  to  any  loss  in  case  he  enters  into  Her 
Majesty's    naval  service  shall  be  void,  and  every  master  or 

owner  who  causes  any  such  stipulation  to  be  so  introduced 
shall  incur  a  peivilty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

215.  Whenever  any  seaman,  without    having  previously  Clothes  to  be 
committed  any  act  amoimting  to  and  treated  by  the  master  ^^^^^^^  ^* 
as  desertion,  leaves  his  ship  in  order  to  enter  into  the  naval  ^r^gg  to  be 
service  of  Her  Majesty  and  is  received  into  such  service,  the  given  to  the 
master  shall  deliver  to  him  his  clothes  and  effects  on  board  ^^^^^^^^"^^^

which  wages  due  to  merchant  seamen  are  recoverable ;  and  if 
upon  any  seaman  leaving  his  ship  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  master  fails  to  deliver  his  clothes  and 
effects,  or  to  pay  his  wages  as  herein-before  required,  he  shall, 
in  addition  to  his  liabiHty  to  pay  and  deliver  the  same,  incur 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds;  provided  that  no 
officer  who  receives  any  such  bill  as  aforesaid  shall  be  subject 
to  any  liability  in  respect  thereof,  except  for  the  safe  cus- 
tody thereof  imtil  sent  to  the  said  accoimtant  general  as 
aforesaid.

216.  If  upon  any  seaman  leaving  his  ship  for  the  purpose 
of  entering  the  naval  service  of  Her  Majesty,  the  owner  or 
master  of  such  ship  shows  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Admiralty 
that  he  has  paid  or  properly  rendered  himself  liable  to  pay  an 
advance  of  wages  to  or  on  account  of  such  seaman,  and  that 
such  seaman  has  not  at  the  time  of  quitting  his  ship  duly 
earned  such  advance  by  service  therein,  and,  in  the  case  of 
such  liability  as  aforesaid,  if  such  owner  or  master  actually

218.  The  said  registrar  shall,  upon  receiving  any  such  ap-  Application

or  water  for  the  use  of  the  crew  are  at  any  time  of  bad 
quality,  unfit  for  use,  or  deficient  in  quantity;  and  such 
officer  may  thereupon  examine  the  said  provisions  or  water, 
or  cause  them  to  be  examined ;  and  if  on  examination  such

260.  Any  officer  in  command  of  any  ship  of  Her  Majesty 
on  any  foreign  station,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  officer,  any 
consular  officer,  may  summon  a  court  to  be  termed  a  "  naval 
court,"  in  the  following  caees ;  (that  is  to  say,) 

(1.)  Whenever  a  complaint  which  appears  to  such  officer  to 
require  immediate  investigation  is  made  to  him  by 
the  master  of  any  British  ship,  or  by  any  certificated 
mate,  or  by  one  or  more  of  the  seainen  belonging  to 
any  such  ship : 
(2.)  Whenever  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  any  British 
ship  or  of  the  cargo  of  any  such  ship  appears  to 
such  officer  to  require  it : 
(3.)  Whenever  any  British  ship  is -wrecked  or  abandoned 
or  otherwise  lost  at  or  near  the  place  where  such 
officer  may  be,  or  whenever  the  crew  or  part  of  the 
crew  of  any  British  ship  which  has  been  wi'ecked, 
abandoned,  or  lost  abroad  arrives  at  such  place. 

26L  Every  such  naval  court  as  aforesaid  shall  consist  of 
not  more  than  five  and  not  less  than  three  members,  of  whom, 
if  possible,  one  shall  be  an  officer  in  the  naval  service  of  Her 
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Majesty  not  below  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  one  a  consular  NavaiComru,

Registration  of  and  Betums  respecting  Seamen. 

271.  There  shall  be  in  the  port  of  London  an  office,  to  be 
called  the  "  General  Register  and  Record  Office  of  Seamen," 
and  the  Board  of  Trade  shall  have  control  over  the  same,  and 
may  appoint  and  from  time  to  time  remove  a  registrar  general* 
and  such  assistants,  clerks,  and  servants  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury, 
regulate  their  salaries  and  allowances ;  and  such  salaries  and 
allowances,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Treasury  out  of  any  moneys  to  be  granted  by  Parliament 
for  that  piurpose ;  and  the  Board  of  Trade  may  direct  the 
business  of  the  register  office  at  any  of  the  outports  to  be 
transacted  at  the  shipping  office,  or,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs,  at  the  custom  house  of  the  port, 
and  may  appoint  the  shipping  master,  or,  with  such  consent 
as  aforesaid,  some  officer  of  customs,  to  conduct  the  same ;  and 
such  business  shall  thereupon  be  conducted  accordingly,  but 
shall  in  all  cases  be  subject  to  the  immediate  control  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

272.  The  said  Registrar  General  of  Seamen^  shall  by  means 
of  the  agreements,  Usts,  and  other  papers  to  be  transmitted  to 
him  as  herein  directed,  or  by  such  other  means  as  are  in  his 
power,  keep  a  register  of  all  persons  who  serve  in  ships 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

(2.)  The  length  and  general  nature  of  the  voyage  or  em- 
ployment : 

(3.)  The  Christian  names,  surnames,  ages,  and  places  of  birth 
of  all  the  crew,  including  the  master  and  apprentices ; 
their  qualities  on  board,  their  last  ships  or  other  em- 
ployments, and  the  dates  and  places  of  their  joining 
the  ship : 

(4.)  The  names  of  any  members  of  the  crew  who  have  died 
or  otherwise  ceased  to  belong  to  the  ship,  with  the 
times,  places,  causes,  and  circumstances  thereof:

Preliminary, 

Art.  1.  In  the  following  rules  every  steam  ship  which  ii  under 
sail  and  not  under  steam  is  to  be  considered  a  sailing  ship  ;  and  every 
steam  ship  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  is  to  be 
considered  a  ship  under  steam. 

Rules  concerning  Lights, 

Art.  2.  The  lights  mentioned  in   the  following  articles,  and  uo 
others,  shall  be  carried  in  all  weathers  between  sunset  and  sunrise. 
Art.  3.  Seagoing  steam  ships  when  under  weigh  shall  carry  : 
(a.)  At  the  foremast  head,  a  bright  white  light  so  fixed  as  to  show 
an  uniform  and  nnbroken  light  over  on  arc  of  the  horizon  of  20  points

Art.  4.  Steam  ships  when  towing  other  ships  shall  cany  two 
bright  white  mast-head  lights  vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side 
lights,  so  as  to  distinguish  them  from  other  steam  ships.  "Each  of 
these  mast-head  lights  shall  be  of  the  same  construction  and 
character  as  the  mast-head  lights  which  other  steam  ships  are  required 
to  carry. 

Art.  5.  Sailing  ships  under  weigh  or  being  towed  shall  cany  the 
same  lights  as  steam  ships  under  weigh,  with  the  exception  of  the 
white  mast-head  lights,  which  they  sh^  never  carry. 

Art.  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small  vessels  during  bad 
weather,  the  green  and  red  lights  cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall 
be  kept  on  deck  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  vessel  ready  for 
instant  exhibition,  and  shall,  on  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels, 
be  exhibited  on  their  respective  sides  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent 
collision,  in  such  manner  as  to  make  them  most  visible,  and  so  that 
the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor  the  red  light  on 
the  starboard  side. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more  certain  and  easy, 
they  shall  each  be  painted  outside  with  the  colour  of  the  light  they 
respectively  contain,  and  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  screens. 

Art.  7.  Ships,  whether  steam  ships  or  sailing  ships,  when  at  anchor 
in  roadsteads  or  fairways,  shall  between  sunrise  and  sunset  exhibit, 
where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a  height  not  exceeding  twenty  feet 
above  the  hull,  a  white  light  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight  inches  in 
diameter,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  clear  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  visible  all  round  the  horizon,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one 
mile. 

Art.  8.  Sailing  pilot  vessels  shall  not  carry  the  lights  required  for 
other  sailing  vessels,  but  shall  carry  a  white  light  at  the  mast  head 
visible  all  round  the  horizon,— and  shall  also  exhibit  a  fiare-up  light 
every  fifteen  minutes. 

Art.  9.  Open  fishing  boats  and  other  open  boats  shall  not  be

Rtdes  concerning  Fog  Signals. 

Art.  10.  Whenever  there  is  fog,  whether  by  day  or  night,  the 
fog  signab  described  below  shall  be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be 
sounded  at  least  every  five  minutes ;  viz. — 

(a.)  Steam  ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a  steam  whistle  placed 
before  the  funnel  not  less  than  eight  feet  from  the  deck. 

ib.)  Sailing  ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a  fog  horn. 
c.)  Steam  ships  and  sailing  ships  when  not  under  weigh  shall  use 
a  bell.

Art  1 1.  If  two  sailing  ships  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on, 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put  to 
port  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Art.  12.  When  two  sailing  ships  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve  risk

Art.  13.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly 
end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be 
put  to  port  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

[The  said  two  articles  numbered  11  and  13  respectively  only  apply 
to  cases  where  ships  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision.  They,  consequently,  do  not 
apply  to  two  ships  which  must,  if  both  keep  on  their  respective 
courses,  pass  clear  of  each  other. 

The  only  cases  in  which  the  said  two  articles  apply  are  when  each 
of  the  two  ships  is  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on,  to  the  other  ;  in  other 
words,  to  cases  in  which,  by  day,  each  ship  sees  the  masts  of  the  other 
in  a  line,  or  nearly  in  a  line,  with  her  own  ;  and,  by  night,  to  cases 
in  which  each  ship  is  in  such  a  position  as  to  see  both  the  side  lights 
of  the  other. 

The  said  two  articles  do  not  apply  by  day,  to  cases  in  which  a  ship 
sees  another  a-head  crossing  her  own  course ;  or,  by  night,  to  cases 
where  the  red  light  of  one  ship  is  opposed  to  the  red  light  of  the 
other ;  or  where  the  green  light  of  one  ship  is  opposed  to  the  green 
light  of  the  other ;  or  where  a  red  light  without  a  green  light,  or  a 
green  light  without  a  red  light,  is  seen  a-head ;  or  where  both  green 
and  red  lights  are  seen  anywhere  but  a-head.]

Art.  14.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve 
risk  of  collision,  the  ship  which  has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard 
side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

Art  15.  If  two  ships,  one  of  which  is  a  sailing  ship  and  the  other 
a  steam  ship,  are  proceeding  in  such  directions  as  to  involve  risk  of 
collisioui  the  steam  ship  shall  keep  out  of  the  waj  of  the  sailing 
ship. 

Art.  16.  Every  steam  ship,  when  approaching  another  ship  so  as  to 
involve  risk  of  collision,  shall  slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop 
and  reverse ;  and  every  steam  ship  shall,  when  in  a  fog,  go  at  a 
moderate  speed. 

Art  17.  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other  vessel  shall  keep  out  of 
the  way  of  the  said  last-mentioned  vessel.

Damage  to  Lights,  Buoys,  and  Beacons. 

414.  If  any  person  wilfully  or  n^ligently  commits  any  of 
the  following  offences  ;  (that  is  to  say,) 

(1.)  Injures  any  lighthouse  or  the  lights  exhibited  therein, 

or  any  buoy  or  beacon; 
(2.)  Removes,  alters,  or  destroys  any  light  ship,  buoy,  or 

beacon; 
(3.)  Rides  by,  makes  £ast  to,  or  runs  foul  of  any  light  ship 
or  buoy ; 
he  shall,   in  addition  to  the  expenses  of  making  good  any 
damage  so  occasioned,  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty 
pounds. 

Prevention  of  False  Lights, 

415.  Whenever  any  fire  or  light  is  burnt  or  exhibited  at 
such  place  or  in  such  manner  as  to  be  liable  to  be  mistaken 
for  a  light  proceeding  from  a  lighthouse,  it  shall  be  lawful  for

thereby  incurred,  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds.

432.  In  any  of  the  cases  following  ;  that  is' to  say, 
Whenever    any   ship    is    lost,    abandoned,    or    materially 

damaged  on  or  near  the  coasts  of  the  United  Kingdom  ; 
Whenever  any  ship  causes  loss  or  material  damage  to  any 

other  ship  on  or  near  such  coasts ; 
Whenever    by  reason   of   any    casualty  happening  to  or 
on  bdard  of  any  ship  on  or  near  such  coasts  loss  of  life 
ensues; 
Whenever  any  such  loss^  abandonment,  damage,  or  casualty 
happens  elsewhere,  and  any  competent  witnesses  thereof 
arrive  or  are  found  at  any  place  in  the  United  Bangdom, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inspecting  officer  of  the  coastguard 
or    the  principal  officer  of  customs  residing  at  or  near  the 
placr  where  such  lossp  abiaiidOTment,  damage,  or  casualty 
occurred,  if  the  same  occurred  on  or  near  the  coasts  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  but  if  elsewhere  at  or  near  the  place  where

458.  In  the  foUowiog  cases ;  (that  is  to  say,) 
Whenever  any  ship  or  boat  is  stranded  or  otherwise  in 

distress  on  the  shore  of  any  sea  or  tidal  water  situate 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  services 
are  rendered  by  any  person, 
(1.)  In  assisting  such  ship  or  boat; 
(2.)  In  saviog  the  lives  of  the  persons  belonging  to  such 

ship  or  boat ; 
(3.)  In  saving  the  cargo  or  apparel  of  such  ship  or  boat 

or  any  portion  thereof; 
And  whenever  any  wreck  is  saved  by  any  person  other 
than  a  receiver  within  the  United  Kingdom  ; 
there  shall  be  payable  by  the  owners  of  such  ship  or  boat, 
cargo,  apparel,  or  wreck,  to  the  person  by  whom  such 
services  or  any  of  them  are  rendered,  or  by  whom  such  wreck 
is  saved,  a  reasonable  amount  of  salvage,  together  with  all 
expenses  properly  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of 
such  services  or  the  saving  of  such  wreck,  the  amount  of  such 
salvage  and  expenses  (which  expenses  are  herein-after  in- 
cluded under  the  term  salvage)  to  be  determined  in  case  of 
dispute  in  manner  herein-after  mentioned.

and  other  buildings  by  a  riotous  assemblage,  or  as  near 
thereto  as  circumstances  permit : 
In  Ireland,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  county,  county  of  a 
city  or  town,  barony,  town  or  towns,  parish  or  parishes, 
in  or  nearest  to  which  such  offence  is  committed,  in 
manner  provided  by  an  Act  of  the  fourth  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  William  the  Fourth,  chapter  thirty-seven, 
for  the  recovery  of  satisfaction  and  amends  for  the  mali- 
cious demolition  of  or  injury  to  churches,  chapels,  and 
other  buildings  used  for  regions  worship  according  to 
the  usage  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland, 
or  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  permit :

onT]^!^  *  warrant,  and    such  justice    of   the  peace  may,    on    the 

faetmrers  of  applicant  making  oath,  or,  if  a  person  entitled  to  make  an

such  signal  having  been  supposed  to  be  a  signal  of  distreei^ 
and  such  compensation  may,  without  prejudice  to  any  oiher 
remedy,  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  in  which  salvage  is 
recoverable.

2.  Flfunes  on  the  ship  (as  from  a  burning  tar  barrel,  oil  barrel,

3.  Rockets  or  shells,  of  any  colour  or  description,  fired  one  at  a 

time,  at  short  intervals.
